Public Law 89-311—Increased 
Rates of Disability Com pen sat ion 

Public Law 89-311, which was 
signed by President Johnson on 
Oct. 31, 1965, authorizes an in¬ 
crease in disability compensation 
rates effective Dec. 1, 1965. Dis¬ 
ability compensation relates to 
service connected disabilities. 

Pension rates payable for non¬ 
service connected total disability 
are not affected by this law. Vet¬ 
erans may expect their first 
check at the new rate on Dec.

Public Law 89-311 also author¬ 
izes an increase of approximately 
10 percent in the additional com¬ 
pensation which is paid to a vet¬ 
eran 50 percent or more disabled 
for his dependents. 

This new law also raises the 
maximum age limit for a child 
attending school to he considered 
a dependent, from age .21 to age 
23. This change applies not only 
to the compensation programs 
but also to the pension programs 
as well. 

This law also removes the age 
requirement for payment of spe¬ 
cial pension to holders of the 
Congressional Medal of Honor. 
Under existing law, a veteran, 
to be eligible for this special pen¬ 
sion of $ 100.00 a month, had to 
have attained the age of 40 years.
